My Defign was to examine the Pretenfions 
of thofe that are againft this great and {0 
advantagious a Propofal ; but I cannot break 
off what I began in my Jaft, withouta fhort 
Purfuit of it in order to convince Mankind, 
that the Opening the. Nation: Doors to 
Foreigners has been the moft dire& and 


immediate Reafon of our Wealth and In- 


creafe, and has brought us from a Nation 
of Slaves and meer Scldiers, to a rich, op 
pulent, free, and a mighty People, as it # 
‘is Dis 2 - : 

I fhall lead you back no farther, than to 
the Times of Henry VII. Take the Nation 


in bis Time, tho’ great andrich, compar’d 

to what it was before—He found the No-, 
bility powerful and able to bring Armies of 
their Tenants into the Field, arm’d and 

provided as well as the Prince, and to (uch 
he was beholden for his Conqueft of that 
rich Tyrant. He found the poor Tenant 

in abfolute Vaflallage, who paid his Rent 

to his Lord oftentimes with the Blood of 

his Sons, and fometimes of himfelf, and 

held his Lands not by the Strength of his 

Purfe, paying Rent to the Lard, but by 

the Strength of his Hands, fighting his 

Quarrels often againft his Sovereign. 

‘As to Trade, he found the L2nd pro- 
duttive of a vaft Quantity of Wool, which 
was carry'’d abroad fromthe ignorant and 
flothful Englifh, for-in a Land of Bondage the 
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- borious, becaufe a free Nation, the Fle- 


mings : Antwerp was the Staple, there went 
our Wool, and the induftrious Flemings 
working this Wool into all Sorts of Cloths, 
Stuffs, and Woollen Manufactures, cloath’d 
our Nosbing-doing People People with their 
own Wool, nay cloath’d the whole World, 


- and made th<mfelves immenfly rich out of 


what we ‘might have done our-felves, for 
we alone had the Materials. — ' 
_And this by the way was the Rife of all 
the oppulent Cities in that fruitful Coun- 
try, and of the prodigious Numbers of 
the People, who flocking thither from all 
Parts of Europe, France, and Germany, 
meerly for the Sake of the Manutadure, 
made the 17 Provinces the moft populous 
Place the World ever faw, the Land of 
Canaan excepted. Say. 
No Body will pretend, this Country was 
produ&tive of People more than other Parts 


_ of the World, or pleafanter to live in ; on 


the contrary it was lefS habitable than any 


‘of the adjacent Countries, @nd in fome 


Places not fit for People to ljye in atall, a 
meer Bog or a'Fen, in daily Hazard of 
drowning, and ucder a thoufand Inconvee 
‘niences from the Sea, and the vaft Inland 
Waters. This was the Cafe of Nortb- 
Holland, Zealand, the Pais de Waes Cad/fant, 
the Country about Rotterdam, Sluice, Oftend, 
Ghent, Sc. -but it was.the Plenty of Manu- 
faftures, the mighty Trade, the Englifh 
Wool that brought the People thither, aad 
this Flux of Peopie encourag’d and gave 
Birth to all their other Improvements. 

’ And this is farther obfervable in it, 
That the People there being wife and vo- 
Jitick, and knowing that the Increafe of 
People muff at laft be their Wealth and 
Stcength, open’d their Doors to all Nations 
that would fettle among them, gave them 
all the Naturalization Privileges and Cor- 
poration-Privileges they coulds and this 
brought ali Nations to them, for no Man 
can fhow anothet Reafon, why that Coun- 
try fhould be fo fu!] of. People. Sri} 

But to return to England, Henry Vil. a 
Politick Prince, and therowly acquainted, 
not with his own Couniry ovly, but with 

Foreign Parts alfo, having liv’d in a long

To do the Firft, he encourag’d the ma 
king of Broad Cloth agd other Man:ifaétutes 


at home; and this he did by inviting For 
reigners to come and fettle here, to whom 

he gave large Immunities and Privileges, — 
and to fome private Rewards; and thusthe — 


Wool began to ftay at home, the People 


begaa to {pin, and weave, and work, and 


the Coafequence of this was, they got 


Money, and grew rich—Atlaft, as Wealth 
encreas’d, fo did our Wit, and we came 


to prohibit the fending our Wool abroad at 
all, but inftead of it, to make ail che Manu- 
fattures at home that were formerly made 
abroad——And what was the Conftquencce 
of this? The Thing was plain, when the 
Wool could not come to the Manufaaturers, 
the Manufaéturers came.to the Wool 
when they (the Flemings) could not make 
the Goods at home for Want of Materials, 
they (the Englifb) got all the Trade, and 
became the Clothers of the World, and the
